R. S. a native of Zurich the Capital of Switzerland, 
born in August of the year 1869, of Swiss parents. His 
father was an established baker in sound financial 
circumstances, and owner of a fairly large ranch near 
Zurich. There were two sons and three daughters. 

R. S. attended normal school, college and university 
studying French, German and Italian. 

He completed nine years of schooling. At the age of 
sisteen he started to learn the profession of baker, in 
his father's shop, where he became a very skilled workman. 
It was then a very hard trade as at that time all paste 
mixing and baking was done by hand only, no machinery 
being known. At the age of twenty he joined as every 
other Swiss Citizen, the Militia force as in Switzerland 
there is a compulsory militia law in force where one 
receives periodical training between twenty and forty-eight 
years of age. The constitution in Switzerland forbids the 
maintainence of any standing army, but every male Swiss 
citizen is subject to the obligation of personal military 
service. In 1892 he had a falling out with his father, 
left home and worked as baker in various large cities in 
Europe, in La Havre, France, Milan, Italy, Vienna, Austria. 


Obtained a job as baker on the French liner Gascoigne, 
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travelled extensively, making several trips to Honolulu, 
Manila Mexico, 

Arrived in New York City in the United States in May 
1901, where he worked on three days. Left New York City 
for Baltimore with a friend of his, wh had relatives in 
that city, worked as baker in Chicago and Philadelphia 
for high wages, being a ¥ery efficient worker. Did con- 
siderable gambling, playing horse races, speculating in 
mining stock, invested and Test all his money mainly in 
Mexican Mining Stock. Travelled also for several months 
for a steam ship company, on the Hudson River. Has a 
married sister residing in Switzerland, one in Berlin 
Germany and one somewhere in England. = 

Has also a brother in New York City but has not 
heard from him, for the last seven years, R.S. came to 
San Francisco in 1929 is still unmarried, has always made 
good money, but by instinct a gambler, could at no time 
retain any money very. long. 

Is at present an eee ter the hospital where he has 
been for five weeks, his main affections, being heart 
trouble and subject to fits. Otherwise.a very cheerful 
and active subject, praising very highly the care and food 
received at the hospital. Worked?in San Francisco for a 
bakery owner, on Street, who visits him frequently at 


the hospital. A very fine man but has never taken out 
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his American citizen's papers. Is paying expense at the 
hospital, for care and food, out of his very modest 


savings. 
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SWISS 

La H., Born in Lausanne, Switzerland, 1894, his 
parents were of French descent. He graduated from the 
University of Sausanne and received a Ph.D. with a 
major in Latin, 1925. He taught in Junior College in 
Lausanne, in the meantime teaching ancient history, 

Latin, and French. 

1919 to 1920 on a scholarship given by the University 
of Lausanne to its best graduate student he studied abroad. 
He went to Rome for one year. In 1924 he did secretarial 
work in Archaeology in Rome with English Society of 
Archaeology for four months. 

1927 he traveled in South America twice, and to England. 

1927 he came to America and to the University of 
California. 

He came to visit his sister, and brother-in-law who 
is a professor in the University of Califormia, in the 
Department of Astronomy. He gained a position of the staff 
of the University. 

He is not married. He is not a citizen but is consider- 
ing being one. He is a protestant. He has written several 
letters or articles to the Gazette de Lausanne, twenty in 
all about the United States. 

His father is a physician. His sister here is married. 


His brother-in-law is from France. One brother in France

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SWISS 

Mme. Q. born at Geneva, Switzerland, 1870. "My father 
was a detective, (secret police) in Geneva. I was an only 
child and did not have to work. I went to high school at 
Geneva, and after I left school I stayed at home to learn to 
be a good house keeper and mother. 

"I married an American-born Italian who was studying 
to be a doctor. I was married at Geneva, 1893. He was 
still at the University. We stayed at Geneva, where my 
husband practiced medicine, until after my two sons were 
born. We came to America in 1905 because my husband's 
mother still lived lere. I had hoped to stay a few years, 
and then return to Europe but I am still here. We stayed 
a few months in Mariposa County with his family and then 
we stayed a couple of years. at San Francisco. After the 
earthquake we established ourselves at Oakland. We moved 
to the house where I now live, and my husband practiced 
medicine especially among the Italians and French. My 
husband was general practitioner. He died July, 1934. 

"T liked Europe better than America and would have 
been happier never to have left Geneva. I will return 
there as soon as I can, 

"Dr. Q. was very respected and had great influence, 

A resolution was passed by the Alameda County Medical 


Association, September 17, 1954 telling of his death, 
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and telling of his success and professional progress, as 
well as the admiration he had received. 

"T automatically became an American citizen when I 
married. 

"We are Catholics. I am going to Switzerland as soon 
as I can sell my two houses. I will go to Geneva with my 
son who also likes Europe better than America. I have 
not been back home since I left, but my son has been there 
on a trip. 

"TJ like the manners of the people in Switzerland better 
than here. People are more friendly. Friends are more | 
trustworthy. I have relatives in Switzerland and many 


very good friends." 
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SWISS 
"I was born in a small village about twenty-five 

kilometers from Berne, Switzerland, February 8th, 1892. 
My parents are of German extraction and our family con- 
sited of two boys and two girls. My sisters are now mar- 
ried and still living in Switzerland. My father's oc- 
cupation has always been that of a small dairyman, and as 
a boy, my job was to herd cows in the hills nearby our 
home: and while doing this, many of my hours were spent 
in gathering select pieces of a very hard wood that was 
later used in making pipes. During the winter months we 
would sit near a warm fire and carve pipes out of this 
select wood that I had gathered during the summer. The 
amount of money derived from the sale of these pipes 
was usuallyvery small, but we were always able to dispose 
of them to the same trader each year. He in turn sold 
them to the tourists, so in addition to what we received 
through this effort, we also spent many hours of enjo- 
yable pastime during the coldwinter days. 

\ My home life in Switzerland was very quiet compared 
to that in America, yet the happiest days of my life were 
there. I was twenty-two when the war broke out and im- 
mediately went into service. Jt was feared that the 
Germans were going to attempt crossing our country to 


obtain an objective, but thid did't happen, so most of 
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my war experience consisted of guard duty. 

Returning home after the war, I learned that many of 
my friends had gone to America and after remaining with 
my parents for about six months, I became dissatisfied so 
decided to come to America too. Arriving in California, 

I visited my friends for about six weeks, but not having 
much money I was obliged to look for work right away. 

My only experience was the dairy business, so I decided 
to look for work in thet line. 

“My first job was on a dairy near Chino, California, 
and I soon learned that many of the greenhorns who had 
just arrived were employed there. We were fed well: but 
required to do plenty of work. The owner of the dairy 
was also German Swiss, and he paid what we thought were 
very good wages, but unless you insisted on getting your 
pay every month, he would only give us enough for tobacco 
money. Jt learned later he used our money in his business. 
iI knew several men who never drew any pay except tobacco 
money until they had a thousand or fifteen hundred dollars 
coming. They would then quit their job, draw their money 
and return to Switzerland without having seen anything of 
America. They knew they could do a lot of things with 
fifteen hundred dollars in the old country. I know many 
of these men who returned home and bought a small place 


and are now quite prosperous. I worked in this place 
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for eighteen months without drawing any pay; then I decided 
to send my money home and have my father bank it for me. 

At that I also sent money to bring my brother out here; 

he later paid this money back. 

\ after working on this ranch for two years, I quit and 
took a months rest and saw a little of Southern California. 
From then on I would work for six months or a year ona 
ranch then take a vacation, but I always saved my money. 
Soon friends learned in some way that I had ante a nest- 
egg saved up and they were all eager to borrow my money. 
Most of these wanted to invest in a string of cows and go 
in business for themselves. 

\ several times I loaned money to my friends in che 
wag because I thought the loan was safe and I was anxious 
to receive his" or seven per cent interest, but only two 
of these ever returned these loans to me. Later, I was 
persuaded to invest money in a Thrift company, which 
also promised six percent interest. This company failed 
early in 19352. I also bought some Strauss bonds. These 
I thought must surely be good. They had offices all 
over the United States. These bonds turned out to be the 
worst investment I had made. After this, any money I had 
to save, I sent it to my father in Switzerland. I expect 
to go home for a trip one of these days and will then see 


how safe the money is that I sent home. 
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S In 1950, I applied for citizenship papers, as I 


liked the United States very much and never again intended 
to live in my native land. In receiving my first papers 
everything was simple enough, but when it came to getting 
my final papers and becoming a citizen it was quite a 
different matter. After studying the required subjects, 

I would be called in to Los Angeles for examinations. This 
required two days off from work and I would drive a hundred 
and twenty-five miles only to be told that the examinations 
would not be held to-day; and the men in charge of this 
work would talk to me as though I were an animal iaecede 

of person who was trying to become a United States citizen. 
After making several trips to the Immigration Bureau and 
giving them ten dollars for one thing or another, I finally 
received my final papers in 1932. 

\ of course, I am glad that I am a United States citi- 
gen. I have never married and don't know that I ever will, 
but things might have been different had I not trusted 
friends with my money or invested with the supposedly safe 
companies that I did. I was very proud when I voted for 


my first time for our President."

SWISS 

Mme. B. born at Geneva, Switzerland, 1881. "My parents 
were swid “Italians. My father worked in a "Music Box" 
factory. I was married in 1901. I finished grade school 
and learned the trade of watch maker and worked in the 
factory. I had two years as apprentice at watchmaker so 
that I could take all different parts and finish the watch. 
I had to stop the apprenticeship of watchmaker to go in to 
the factory where I worked at one small part, then another. 

"I married at twenty, and my husband was a jeweler. 

He graduated from the Etcole des BeausArts of Geneva. 

"In 1902 we went to Philadelphia, where he worked as 
diamond setter and jewelery designer for six months. He 
spent two years at this trade at New York, before coming 
to California, in 1905. We purchased a ranch near Felton 
and engaged in agriculture because of his health. We had 
another ranch at Healdsburg, then returned to Edgewood, 
Santa Clara where we purchased a house and sumrer resort, 
in 1910. He had a hotel, and my husband did not do any 
work with his trade. Thousands of tourists stayed on our 
grounds or in our hotel yearly. It is in Santa Cruz 
moyntains. My husband was postmaster of Edgemont when he 
died in 1924, 

"I became a citizen automatically with my husband in 
1907.

"George, 1910, he went to high school, now he runs 
a Shell station. He is not married, he was disappointed 
in love, and now he is studying aviation.

Mr. X___—s does electrical repair work, mostly on radios, 
and also sells second-hand radios and equipment. He has 

small shop on Polk Street. 

He is thirty-five years old; is French-Swiss; was born 
in Lucerne. His mother was a milliner, and he knows nothing 
of his father. His grandparents on his mother's side were 
peasants. He was kept in a boarding-house by his mother, 
and sent to school while she went from city to city as a 
designer. When he was fourteen, he was sent to live with 
an aunt in Marseilles; but ran away from his aunt's house, 
lived around the Boers for two weeks, eating nuts and raw 
grains, and finally got aboard a ship bound for America, 

The ship's cook stored him away in a cask. On the return 
trip from New York, he was signed on as a member of the 
crew. The ship ran out of fuel, drifted for eight days, and 
was salvaged by a German liner. 

He remeined at sea for ten years, and was in the 
American transport-se rvice all during the war. [In the 
Merchant Marine, he had worked up until he was ready to get 
second-mate's license, when conditions became bad for seamen. 

Then he began taking jobs on yachts, and finally on 
barges, where he spent his time in radio experimentation, 
"shaving once a month to go into the town office to call for 
his pay check." He has never taken out citizenship papers. 
While he was still unable to understand English well, he was 


several times tricked into buying "phoney" papers, and this 


disgusted him. 
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; a. He left the water, and went to work in a radio factory 
ih in Long Island. He worked there for two years, married, and 
came to San Francisco in 1930. Here he started up his own 
business, 
He is an unusual type of workman. He says that he 
works forty-eight hours at a stretch sometimes. He is in- 
tensely interested in electricity, and hopes to get a 
technical education some time in the future. He is 
individualistic, and very intelligent. His work barely 


enables him to make a living for himself and his wife.

SWISS 


The subject of this narrative is a native of Switzerland, 
He was born in Locarno, Switzerland, and attended the schools 
in the small mountain village, nestled in a little canyon at 
the foot of the snow capped mountains. When he was not at 
school he had to take his turn with his brothers and sisters, 
herding the goats to feed in the mountains. The goats were 
the principle supply of food from which was obtained the 
meat, milk and a very fine cheese was made there from. The 
sweetness of the grass and the fine, pure mountain water, he 
says, contributed to the peculiarly fine taste of the cheese. 

As boys they considered it quite a hardship to have to 
go high into the mountains for feed for the goats; and as the 
snow melted, they would have to go higher and higher in search 
of feed. Little did they realize that that was the playground 
of their life. 

At aiceen years of age he had an opportunity to go to 
California with an uncle who was visiting, at that time, in 
Switzerland. He says he can well remember to this day, that 
it seemed like a dream when he was told he could go to the 
United States;:but now he realizes that the dreams of child- 
hood were left in the snow clad mountains of Switzerland, 
and the real trials of manhood were to be experienced in 
his adopted country. 

They left the port of Calais, France, on the 14th of 


November, eighteen hundred and ninety,and after a vary rough 
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passage of three weeks arrived in’ New York, They were released 
from quarantine the following day and left for San Francisco. 
They visited here for two days and then left for Sonoma 
County where he got his first sight of California farms and 
vineyards. 
The wines of Switzerland are of a very fine flavor, 
but the cultivation of the Vineyards on the steep hill sides 
was an arduous task in comparison to the Gelightful pleasure 
of caring for the vines and wines in the "Valley of the Moon." 
After working here for five years he was called by an- ; 
other brother in the Salinas Valley to go there and work 
on a large grain ranch. He went to Gonzales in Monterey 
County, where he worked on a grain ranch of fifteen hundred 
acres. Here, he was treated with some more surprises in 
the magnitude of Sed eretan oweretions, When he was taught 
to drive two horses in Sonoma County he thought he was a 
finished farmer of America, but on arriving in Monterey 
County he soon realized that he had not yet begun to lear 
what was necessary to become a full fledged California farmer. 
| That winter he was given eight horses to harness and 
hitch to a five gang plow, and to his surprise these eight 
horses were handled with a single line called a jerk line. 
He was surprised how a young untractable colt would be h 
handled in a team of eight horses without disturbing the 
team, by tying the colt alongside a gentle horse and before 
a half day was over, he was sa tired that he would not cause 
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much disturbance; in the course of three or four ee he 
was thoroughly gentile. 

He told me of many exiericees he had and how he him- 
self became one of the big farmers of the Salinas Valley 
renting on shares as a tenant from one of the largest 
land owners. He often harvested as high as twenty thousand 
centals of wheat and barley until the advent of machinery 
and the slump in the price of grain, together with occasional 
dry years, drove him to give up the farm. 

He raised a large family who are all doing for themselves 
in various pursuits and he and his wife have their little 
home with little else than the memory of the colorful 
wictssitudes of a California BSE eee them for their 


many years of labor and hardship, yet contented in their - 


endeavor. 
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
